UNION HEALTH MINISTER SPEAKS AT REGIONAL MEETING 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 6 Jun 81 p 3 


[Text] The Union Health Minieter, Mr B. Shankaranand, expressed concern in 
Calcutta on Friday over the sharp rise in the incidence of malaria in West 
Bengal and the Andaman and Nicobar islands. He told the delegates attending 
the regional meeting of Health Ministers that negligence or indifference should 
not be allowed to come in the way of implementing the National Malaria Eradica- 
tion Programme. 


Mr Shankaranand inaugurated the meeting in which Health Ministers of West Ben- 
gal, Bihar, Orissa, Sikkim and officials of the Union Territory of Andaman and 
Nicobar islands participated. Mr Jyoti Basu, the West Bengal Health Minister, 
Mr Nani Bhattacharya, and the PWD Minister, Mr Jatin Chakraborty, were among 
those who represented the State at the meeting. 


Mr Shankaranand said that doctors ought to know how to treat drug resistant 
malarial cases as initial neglect could prove fatal. He assured the delegates 
that the Centre was ready to come to the aid of the States in the matter of 
training of personnel and providing medical facilities. 


Referring to the high incidence of leprosy in West Bengal, Bihar, Orissa and 
in the Andamans, he said that since it had been planned to eradicate the dis- 
ease in the next 20 years the Centre had decided to make the National Leprosy 
Control Programme “a 100% Cent rally-sponsored" scheme. 





He said: “During 1981-82, we are planning to launch an intensive campaign called 
the multidrug regimen in the hyperendemic districts of Wardha in Maharashtra 

and Purulia in West Bengal in an effort to interrupt the transmission of the 
disease at the district level. Later, this regimen will be extended to other 
hyperendemic districts." [as published] 


Mobile Eye Clinics 


Mr Shankaranand said the National Programme for Control of Blindness had also 
been made a Central scheme. He regretted that the States had not taken keen 
interest in the programme. Had they done so, the programme would have got off 
the ground “in an effective manner and in a comparatively short period of time." 
He said the mobile eye clinics released to the States “are not being utilized to 
their full capacities.” 

















The Union Minister stressed the need to stabilize population to enjoy the 
fruite of development. He said both birth and death rates had to be brought 
down to 21 and nine per thousand, respectively, by 1996. He praised West 
Bengal and Orissa “for achieving a ¢ecline in their growth rates." 


Mr Jyoti Basu said that we should put our heads together to make the family 
welfare programme a success. People should be involved in the programme. 
Panchayate and organizations of kisans and workers could also play an effec-~ 
tive role in thie field. 


Mr Nani Bhattacharya said the preliminary census report had revealed that the 
population growth rate had shown a downward trend in the 1971-81 period in the 
State. He said in 1980-82, the State reached 91.2% of the aterilization tar- 
get and 86.42% of the IUD target. However, there was no scope for complacency 
as “only 22.5% of our eligible couples are effectively protected sv far.”

ASSAM LAUNCHES CAMPAIGN TO CHECK MALARIA 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 7 Jun 81 p 4 


[Text] Assam has launched a vigorous drive under the National Malaria 
Eradication Programme to check the incidence of the disease which claimed 46 lives 
last year. 


According to official sources here six deaths were reported during the first five 
monchs of the current year from different districts although, the peak period is 
yet to cross over. 


Over 7,000 positive Malaria cases were reported during the first four months of the 
year from Karbi Anglong, Goalpara Darang and Cachar districts. 


The sources however, claimed that the incidence of the disease was gradually 
declining as a result of extensive preventive measures undertaken by the Malaria 
control wing of the State Health Department. Supporting their claims sources said 
that recorded number of cases dropped to 6,580 positive cases recorded during the 
first three months of the current year from 7565 in the corresponding period last 
year. 


Meanwhile, DDT spraying operation has been started all over the state from the 
current month. Spraying of ferotrothion, an effective insecticide, has also been 
undertaken on the experimental basis in Karbi Anglong district where the incidence 
of Malaria was generally high. 


The Health Department to make their programme "foolproof" has also introduced a 
"flying squad" to immediately take necessary remedial measures as soon as the out- 
break of the disease is brought to their notice. 


Even school teachers panchayat members Forest Department personnel and members 
of voluntary organisations in the remote and inaccessible places have been crash 
trained for prompt detection and treatment of fever cases and to supply 
chloroquine tablets at the door steps to the villagers under a modified plan of 
operation recommended by the Union Health Ministry.

GASTROENTERITIS IN BANDUNG REGENCY--The gastroenteritis epidemic that coursed through 
Bandung Regency last week has reached Bandung City. Dr Uton Muchtar Rafei, head of 
the West Java Health Service Office, said this is the biggest outbreak of the disease 
that has occurred in the past 10 years. As of Saturday [18 April], 865 cases were 
recorded with 92 resulting in death. Dr Abi Kusna, chief of the Bundung Regency 
Health Service, pointed out that there were disparities in the reporting of gastro- 
enterities cases and accused some village administrators of falsifying their reports. 
He said some administrators included deaths from other causes in the number of deaths 
reported for gastroenteritis and thus inflated the latter figures. When queried by 
KNI [Indonesian National News Agency] about this charge, a number of village admini- 
strators in the Ciparay District said their reports were correct. Dr Uton concluded 
that the high incidence of the disease indicated that health and other services had 
"blundered" in their handling of the epidemic and their epidemic and their efforts 

to control the disease were too late. Dr Uton asked, "Why didn't the Bandung Regency 
Public Health Service immediately go to the grassroots and into areas struck by the 
epidemic?" In this case let us not put the onus on the public rather on the regional 
service responsible for handling this problem. "Preliminary results of the laboratory 
tests," Dr Uton said, “show that the epidemic was not caused by the drinking water. 
Tests of the water from the area struck by the epidemic proved negative while feces 
from victims of the disease tested posi'ave for cholera. I don't want to hear another 
report of someone dying from the disease who might have been saved by health personnel," 
he said. Meanwhile, Bandung Regent Sani Lupia hinted that the number of deaths reported 
for gastroentecitis had been "manipulated" to get assistance. [Excerpts] [Jakarta

GASTROENTERITIS IN SUMEDANG REGENCY--The number of cases of gastroenteritis, which 
struck the eastern portion of Sumedang Regency, continues to mount. The epidemic 
has spread from three to seven subdistricts. Three deaths have been recorded, and 
328 persons are reported as having light or severe cases of the disease. The gastro- 
enteritis which attacked Sumedang has tested positive for cholera according to 
laboratory tests made on 17 feces samples. Fourteen of these contained organisms of 
the disease. To prevent further spread of the epidemic, Dr H. Kustandi Abdoerachman, 
regent of Sumedang, instructed subdistrict officials to immediately build containers 
for clean water that can be used by the local population for bathing and washing 
purposes. The Cimanuk River, which is strongly suspected of being the source of 

the epidemic in Sumedang, was said to be closed to bathing, washing clothes, and 
toliet purposes. Another preventive measure taken by the Sumedang Health Service 
for areas to which it was feared the epidemic would spread was to distribute kaporit 
and oralit salts for use in local wells.

SCHISTOSOMIASIS ‘WONDER DRUG'--Lrosin, Sorsogon--A supposed “wonder drug” that 
could cure echistosomiasia even in advanced stages is now available though 
limited, for some 50,000 residents of five Sorsogon towne hit by the disease. 
This followed an order of Public Works Deputy Minister Aber P. Canlas authoriz- 
ing MPW Region V officials to conduct simplified bidding for the implementation 
of #3 million worth of drainage and channeling projecte of Sorsogon rivers to 
accelerate a coordinated anti-schistosomiasis program of three government agen- 
cies. The order, given to Jose T. Bobiles, acting MPW Region V director, was 
designed to do away with the time-consuming procedure if the projects go through 
the usual public biddings. Victims of schistosomiasis eventually die in months 
or years because of gradually bloating stomach and general loss of weight or 
direct brain damage caused by microscopic "schisto" bacteria. Schistosomiasis 
bacteria, which breed in enaile half the size of a rice grain, usually enters 
the human body through the skin pores and goes through the blood vessels towards 
either the stomach or the brain where they multiply rapidly.

TRADITIONAL CURES FOR MENTAL ILLNESS, OTHER PROBLEMS DESCRIBED 
Mogadiahu HEEGAN in English No 157, 29 May 61 p 4 


[Text) It ie generally known that the psychietriete who tried to cure mental ill- 
nese in Africa by weetern methods were faced with the most complete failure of 
their career. Why? 


Let ue eee, just to try to get an idea, how mental illness ie traditionally cured 
in Somalia. The traditional doctor has at hie disposal the Nature's rich trea- 
sure, gets together herbs and leaves of seven different types and divides them in 
two groups: those he hase to pulverize in order to epread them on the sick man's 
body, after having amalgamated with sesame ofl, and those to pulverize and mix with 
frankincense for fumigations. 


When the patient is brought to the traditional doctor, he generally does not an- 
ewer any question, remaining etubbornly mute. What does the doctor do? 


Firet, he epreade the patient with herbs of the first group, and waite for his re- 
accion. If the patient continues to be silent, then he comes to the fumigations. 


All the herbs used, analyzed, have been found rich in essential oils (volat le) 
which easily penetrate into the tissue, acting at once on the nervous central sys- 
tem. Thus the eick man starte to fight. Thies ie the time of intervention. 


Questions are asked again; the firet being: “What do you have?” No answer. 

To this another question immediately follows. “Where do you feel pain? Are you 
possessed by the Jinni coming from the sea (or from the trees the termitary)? The 
doctor continues and declares hie readiness to order the Jinni to go back to his 
home. 


It ie generally at thie point that the patient begins to show signs of raising 
agitation. The traditional doctor etartse to directly negotiate with the Jinni. 
"What is your dowry?” he aske continuing until the mouth of the patient comes the 
request of a hen. 


Now the colour of the animal has to be indicated, in order to make it possible to 
give the right hen to the patient. 


And with thie we come to the end of phase one. The patient admitted that a Jinni 
dwelle into him and the latter promised to go out after receiving the dowry. Now 
a pinch of duet is suddenly thrown in the patient's eyes to provoke his reaction. 
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Indeed, the sick man rune out of the house, followed quickly by the doctor and hie 
aseietant, until exhausted and out of breath, he falle on the ground panting. 


Now the hen's head ie cut off and ite blood epread on the earth, while circling 
the patient three times. 


This operation concluded, the patient ise @read with a concotion derived from the 
soaking of herbe ae the Cab cab (Abab) traditionally used in the Indian medicine 
to cure epilepsy. It has a double action, depreseing the upset person and exciting 
the depressed. Researchers have iteolated from ite active principles (alcaloide) 
like hormones, while guiralia (aleo in the mixture) has antitumoral and bacterio- 
@tatic action, Other herbe used are the Mareer. or Mumumga, namely Landolfia 
Poligona (with many knots), growing along the averse, and the Gamane. 


After some time, the patient ie carefully bathed, clothed and brought to hie home, 
where he falle soundly asleep, and, wakes up to find himself completely sane. 


You do not believe it? May be. 


However, analyzing the various herbe used, it hae been found that nearly all exert 
a double action and that they are rich in volatile principles. 


In Somalia, we have many medicinal herbs, about 104 families, and a very interest~- 
ing one, aleo for ite shape, ie a sort of enormous potato, you hung from the ceil- 
ing; ae it takes ite nourishment from the humidity of the air. It is called Agoon 
(orphan) ae it represents a unique family of ite especies. 


But, thie sort of humpy potato has aleo a series of other than medical value. If 

in the house it keeps away thieves, bad sen and enakes. Cut it in to little slices 
and put it in the water 24 hours, it reproduces a palatable infusion to be drink 

during three or seven daye. It cures high blood pressured, etomach, heart and in- 
testine ailmente. 


Do not think this to be all. No, sir. 





If you have to cross a river infested by crocodiles, do not forget to bring with 
you a emall piece of (Agoon--it will be your talieman). 


Another herb, Bacaroon (baaron), found in Mokoy Dumis site, now renamed Mokoy 
Jaalle, is « sort of «a beautiful mut, lightly green, apparently thorny like the 
thietle, bt very soft to the touch instead. 


It ie a powerful anaesthetic, ite flower with other herbe cure athema, but ites 
fruit gives way to madness. 





In case of poisoning the antidote ie made of subag (sour butter) lemon and the 
juice of two herbs, cab cab and gamane. 
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CHOLERA AGAIN IN TRICOMALEE~-A two-year-old boy died in the heart of Trincomalee 
town on Monday morning due to cholera. Three more people believed to be suffer- 
ing from cholera h-ve been admitted to the Trincomalee base hospital. According 
to health authorities in Tricomalee, thie ie the first death from cholera in two 
weeks. Investigations conducted by the health authorities have revealed that the 
victim had eaten palu fruits sold by pavement hawkers. Although the health 
authorities have banned the sale of exposed food items in Trincomalee, this 

goes on unabated. This month marke the palu fruit season and villagers bring 
in plenty of fruite to Trincomalee for sale. Many school children buy these 
fruite when they return home after classes. Meanwhile, another person was ad~- 
mitted to the Trincomalee Base Hospital last Sunday, and his ailment has been 
identified as cholera. Although health authorities said last week that the out- 
break of cholera had been contained in the Trincomalee town, they are now con- 
sidering stern action such as closing eating houses in Trincomalee for a few 
daye. Last month, six people died due to cholera in Trincomalee and 40 positive

JAUNDICE EPIDEMIC IN SIERRA PERIJA REPORTED 
Caracas EL NACIONAL in Spanish 2 Jun 8) p De 16 
[Article by Alonso Zambrano) 


[Text] Maracaibo, | Jun (epecial)=-The presence of jaundice, which hee killed 
87 Yucpas in the Perija Sierra over the past year, began to be suspected on 

3} November 1979 when two patients were taken to the Southern General Hospital 
suffering from black vomit, fever and poor general health, which led to their 
deaths the same day they were hospitalized. 


Relatives of these individuals said that a short time before two children 
belonging to their group had passed away after showing the same symptoms as in 
the cases currently under study. 


As usual, the principal health care agencies received all of the necessary 
information from the Epidemiology Service of the Southern General Hospital. 


Soon after, in December of the same year, two more individuals developed the 
same symptoms, were hospitalized and died. 


In light of these ongoing, unveval outbreaks, a team of investigators consisting, 
as mentioned, of Dr Maria Alcala de Monzon, Dalia Rivero de Marquez, Ana 

Bracho and Dr Julio Lenier from Tukuko, hase prepared a work program, traveled 

to the scene of the deve!opments and begun studying the problem in depth. 


Their investigation started with «a review of the first known cases in 
October, involving the deaths of two brothers, Adolfo and Gerardo Shipuka. 
They also looked at the cases of Maria de Chiquinquira Ashi and Nemecio Pecades. 


The group then headed for the town of Totayonto, where the victims resided, 
which is some 30 minutes from Tukuko along a side road. 


There is jungle-like undergrowth in the region, which has a hot climate and is 
marked by numerous rain-filled hollows. The village has about 40 inhebitants. 
The doctors’ arrival coincided with the death of several wild monkeys. The 
meat of these animals, along with purple corn, is part of the diet of the 
Indians there. 
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They aleo vieited Mareba, which ie some 15 kilometers before Tokuko; it also 

has « hot climate, but the undergrowth is separser due to clear cutting. Thie 
village has cinder block and gine houses, which are typically rural dwellings, as 
well ae a water supply system that rune down from the mountain through a pipe 
to which all residents have access. 


A laboratory test showed that thie water contained large amounts of coliform 
bacteria, Many dead animale were also found in the tank. 


It is presumed that other Indiane who did not receive medical care died also 
and were buried in the community iteelf, according to custom. 


On their firet trip they took blood samples to do virological research with the 
Australian antigen, in light of the cases of two children from the commnity 
who had been hospitalized in Valera. 


The data they came up with indicated that the Australian antigen was positive, 
although given the ecological conditions and not having made the necessary 
provisions, they were able to collect only two samples. 


"We have in the hospital a jaundice case from another community near Tukuko, 
Mareba. who entered on 22 January 1980 and remained for 2 months with a 
diagnosis of chronic active hepatitis, which is now under control," adds the 
physicians’ report, which was submitted to the country's highest-level medical 
authorities. 


"Another case that was hospitalized during our first trip, on 22 March 1980, 
diagncsed as suffering from jaundice and kidney failure, passed away on 
4 April 1980. An autopsy was performed." 


The two hospital cases indicated that the problem was getting worse, and the 
suspicions of the epidemiologists were confirmed when a sampling to test the 
Australian antigen on 2! individuals with diseases or symptoms showed 

that 14 of them were positive, 66.8 percent; the radioimmune-testing method was 
used. 





"We are waiting for our laboratory to come out with the results of two other 
samples for testing immunoglobulins. Other cases also resulted in death," the 
summary of the investigation read. 


During a second visit to three other villages (Tukuko, Totayanto and Mareba), 
the team took 42 samples for viral investigation and 3! for antigens. They 
were taken at random and without ascertaining background information. 


The result was five positives for the Australian antigen by the radioimmune- 
testing method. A separate nosological group processed five samples. 


“Under these conditions and given all this background information, a decision 

was made to look even further into the cases reporting hepato-splenomegaly 
aundice and fever. Two children were admitted, ages 4 and 10, whose biopsies 
showed cirrhosis of the liver in the former and chronic hepatitis in the latter. A 
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third case, involving a 25-year old man, showed viral hepatitie with 
chalastasic componente. 


After a visit by officials from the Epidemiological Division of the MSAS in 
Caracas, the study wae submitted to the central level for investigation. 


Around thie time the Epidemiological Service of the HGS was visited by Dre Pino 
Halbrug, from the SAS [Health and Social Welfare] in Caracas; Luis Tarcisio 
Finol, a regional epidemiologist in Zulia; Lubin Fernandez, a district epi- 
demiologist, and the four epidemiologists from the program areas. 


The initial suepicion of yellow fever was ruled out at thie point in the 
investigation. 


"Because of the clinical symptoms in one of the cases, leptospirosis had also 
been suspected but was never proven. We were left with evidence from the clinic, 
the laboratory, autopsies and biopsies that indicated to us that the cases 
involved Type B viral hepatitis. Of the nine cases that we treated, five died, 
four became chronic and one case showed an acute component. Thies does not 
include the cases with which we were not familiar." 


Tackling the problem entails four basic steps: bringing the samples to the MSAS, 
epidemiology and the Hygiene Institute in Caracas (this has already been done); 
decide the specific vaccine to protect the community; environmental cleanup, 
and taking control measures in connection with cases and contacts.

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HA NAM NINH, HA BAC, THAL BINH FIGHT INSECT PESTS 


Ha Nam Ninh, Ha Bac Anti-Pest Measures

[Text] As of 8 May, from 26,000 to 30,000 hectares of tenth-month rice in Ha Nam 
Ninh have been damaged by harmful insecte--6,000 hectares of which is by brown 
planthoppers. Green riceplante have turned into red and then wilted in affected 
areas, particularly in ricefielde ready to head in Nam Ninh, Xuan Thuy, Hai Hau 
and Kim Son districts. 





The Agricultural Service has sent insecticides and portable sprayers into the af- 
fected areas. Peasants in these districts also have actively exterminated the 
rice-destroying insects. 





The districts have sent cadres into affected villages to help with the extermina~ 
tion campaign until all planthoppers are killed. 


in recent days, more than 2,700 hectares of spring-fifth month rice in Ha Bac have 
been heavily damaged by brown planthoppers. Due to close leadership as well as 
efficient prevention and extermination measures, the agricultural cooperatives 
have saved most affected areas. 


Right at the outset, the Agricultural Service has sent many technical cadres into 
three areas to inspect the fields, locate the pests and help the local people ex- 
terminate them. The Agricultural Service and the Agricultural Materials Corpora- 
tion have distributed to the affected areas a number of sprayers and 6 tons of 
insecticide (including 2.5 tons of Baspa, a leafhopper killer). As of now, the 
entire affected acreage has received the first spraying treatment. 


Due to early focus on prevention and extermination, the districts of Tan Yen, Gia 
Luong and Thuan Thanh have basically brought the insect pest to an end. The dis- 
tricts of Lang Giang and Viet Yen and Bac Giang City have launched the second 
spraying wave. 














Thai Binh Rice Saved 


Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 15 May 61 p 2 


{Text} In Thad Binh Province, 16,000 hectares of rice have been damaged by Leaf 
rollers, mothe and yellow rice stem borers. The districte of Hung Ha, Quynh Phu, 
Dong Hung, Vu Thu and Tien Hai each had from 2,000 to 3,000 hectares affected. The 
yellow rice stem borer caused havoc over a large area, affecting both early rice 
and late rice, with densities of from 50 to 70 insects per square meter. 


The districts and related branches such as agricultural materiale, electricity, 
and water conservancy organized a week-long campaign to exterminate leaf rollers 
by using Lampe to entrap mothe. 


The district of Tien Hai mobilized more than 20,000 school children, youths and 
tens of thousands of cooperative members for the extermination campaign. The dis- 
tricte of Quynh Phu, Kien Xuong, Vu Thu, Dong Hung, Hung Ha and Thai Thuy have sup- 
plied the cooperatives in time with 4 tone of kerosene and have hung hundreds of 
electric bulbs at 200 spraying stations throughout the province to entrap moths. 


Tens of thousands of membera of 268 cooperatives have killed dozens of kilograms 
of mothe during the moth-entrapping campaign. Meanwhile, 268 plant protection 
teams of these cooperatives have regularly inepected the fields, located pockets 
of pests, and organized the epraying force. That is why Thai Binh has succeeded 
so far in saving more than 10,000 hectares of rice from insect peste.

RICE CROP PESTS IN HAL HUNG PROVINCE 
Hai Duong HAL HUNG in Vietnamese 22 Oct 80 p 3

LOth-Month Rice Crop") 


[Text] Recently the LOth-month rice crop in Kim Thi Dietrict has been heavily 
damaged by pests. In Dao Duong Cooperative alone more than 400 hectares of rice, 
accounting for 42 percent of the fall rice crop area, have been damaged by brown 
planthopperse and army worms. Ineect density was fairly high. In the Duong Vua 
field area (team 8), the army worm count was more than 2 kg per square meter. 
Hardest hit were the Kenh (team 6) and Chua (team 5) field areas, and nearly all 
rice on the 5 percent of the land belonging to the families of cooperative mem- 
bers. 


Driven by the slogan “Three monthe' attention to the plant is not equal to one 
day's attention to the fruit” and by the need to save the soon-to-ripen rice, Dao 
Duong promptly concentrated labor on encircling and exterminating the pests, 
properly protecting the l0th-month rice crop. The cooperative deputy director 

in charge of labor directly supervised the work of plant protection teams and 
closely followed the pest situat!.. throughout the area. Party chapter secre- 
taries in production teams accepted responsibility for exterminating the pests 
within their own team areas. Fifteen cooperative members in charge of plant pro- 
tection have organized themselves into groups and shifts to spray insecticide 
without interruption in every area and field. Besides seven sprayer tanks, they 
used paint containers to prepare insecticides as well as sticks and ladles to ap- 
ply them. The cooperatives have closely guided their members on the use of each 
type of chemical insecticide and on how to prevent and exterminate each type of 
harmful insect in a timely and thorough manner and with a high degree of effi- 
ciency. The cooperatives kept close tabs daily on the extermination results of 
each production team. Team 8 of Dao Xa Hamlet has strived to harvest rice as it 
ripens, thus preventing army worms from damaging it. At the same time its members 
have picked up grains of paddy that have fallen on the ground.

INSECT CONTROL~=The Ministry of Agriculture recently sent out a message urging 
the people's committees and agricultural services of provinces to attentively 
carry out the task of insect control for the l0th-month crop. The message 
indicates that brown worms of the 5th-month epring crops have begun to attack 
the lOth-month rice seedlings and the newly transplanted rice in Binh Tri Thien 
Province and several provinces in the Bac Bo Delta. The density is 300 insects 
per equare meter in Haiphong and 50-100 in other provinces. In Hai Hung and 

Ha Son Binh provinces, there are aleo hundreds of caterpillars per square meter 
in addition to stemborers, leaf rollers and bugs attacking the 10th-month rice 
seedlings. Faced with thie situation, the Ministry of Agriculture requests 

all provinces to launch immediately a drive to kill insects and report the 
results thereof to the ministry. At the same time, plowing should be accelerated 
to ensure careful soil preparation, killing of insects and timely transplanting.
